Now-, however, a real effort is 
being made to solve the problem, 
and CWA workers from the local 
office, making a historical survey, 
have tackled the task.

N othing is so valuable as a plan, as a program , carefully 
thought out and scheduled for accom plishm ent. 
It all suggests efficiency 
and freedom from useless worry th a t alw ays accom panies work neglected 
or left undone. 
It is far m ore serious to disappoint oneself th a n to disappoint som e­ 
one else. 
Bnf if we m ake co n tracts w ith ourselves, and carry th em 
through to the letter, we shall have no trouble w ith our a rra n g e m e n ts 
w ith others. 
Each of us should have a plan of life, worked out in one’s own way, 
and th en pursued w ith faith fu ln ess and courage. 
One of the g reatest of all A m ericans—a n d one of th e w orld’s g re a t­ 
est m en, as well—was B enjam in F ra n k lin . 
He was one of th e fra n k est 
spoken of m en, one of th e m ost ingenuous, an d one of th e wisest. 
He w as 
forever disciplining him self and com pelling him self to adhere to p lan s 
and ideas th a t he had created for him self alone. 
It is im possible to re a d 
his autobiography, or any of his wise sayings, w ithout profiting from every 
one of his suggestions. 
S hakespeare’s line: 
"To thine own self be true,” w as but a n o th e r way 
of saying: 
M ake a co n tract w ith yourself—and keep it!
